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Should EUR make a low key approach to the Soviet E&basay 
on the Raoul Wallenberg case. 

Background 

Wallenberg was a Swedish diplomat in Budapest during 
World War II and was instrumental (with U. S. encourage- 
ment) in saving the lives of 20,000 Jews. Despite 
Soviet statements that he died in 1947 in one of their 
prisons, his case has remained a subject of inquiry 
for decades. 

This week, Wallenberg 1 s half-sister, Mrs. Nina Lagergren, 
is in Washington to solicit help in seeking clarification 
of the fate of her half-brother. She met July 17 with 
Senators Church and Pell and was scheduled to see Stuart 
Eizenstat that evening. She will also be meeting with 
NSC and Department officers with the aim of getting the 
U.S. to raise the issue with the Soviets. She has written 
the Vice President, whom she met earlier this year in 
Stockholm, to request an appointment with the President 
(Tab I) . The Swedish Government has repeatedly asked 
the So/iets — as recently as January — about the case. 

You will recall that we considered the possibility of 
raising the Wallenberg case with the Soviets in Vienna, 
but you decided against it.
